MILE A MINUTE BY TROLLEY.

Electrle Railway to Connect Balti=
more With Washington,
I'rom the Philadelphia Press.

Plans have been perfected for the
overhead work of the electric rallway
between Baltimore and Washington.
Owing to the hign spred at which
trains are to be run the ordinary trol-
ley construction was deemnd imprac-
ticable, The design adopted was per-
fected by Louls Duncan of the Johns
Hopkins university.

It is radically different from any
heretofore in uge. It provides for o
center pole construction. Poles of
Georgin plue, octagonal in shape, thir-
ty-four feet long, and set eighty feet
apart, will be used., The trolley wire
will be suspended elghteen feet above
the ralls, Bracket arms of two and
one-half-<inch wrought Iron pipe will
extend through the poles, The trolley
wire will he suspended from these arms
by speclal T castings and o short
length of pipe.

A smooth under-running gerviee for
the trolley wheels is seoured. The wire
182 o safe distanee below the trolley
arms, and In the event of the trolleys
Jumpling they will not strike anything,

A= the carg will go at o epeed of sixty
or more miles an hour, a serlous accl-
dent might result from the trolleys
feaving the wire If there were any sur-
fare which they eould strike, Two
trolley arms, each’ having two wheels
get in tandem, will be uged on each
motor car, Bare feeders to supply the
electrical current will be located along
the route at an average digtance of
every fifth pole, On up grades they
will be placed about every pole, and on
down grades at a greater distance
apart.

The copper trolley wire which will be
need will be about three times heavier
than that orldinarlyy used. It Is
roughly estimated that over 60,000
pounds of copper will be required, This
form of construction will extend from
Columbin road and Edmondson ave-
nue, In Baltimowe county, to Fourth
street, northeast, In Washington, D, C.

UNCERTAINTY IN
THE SITUATION

Much Difficulty Is Experienced in Calcu-
lating Political Stresgth.

NOT A WALK OVER FOR ANY PARTY

Most Sanguine Advoeates of Sounnd
Money Are Aware That They Maust
Exert Every Effort to Win the Battle
in the Interest of National Credit
and Prosperity.

In caleulating thelr strength In the
present battle between the single gold
standard and free sllver the Republi-
cans must not be overcontident, for
there Iz an uncertainty about the situn-
tion which cannot but Impress the most
sangulue advocate of sound money and
natlonul credit that to win they must
exert every effort. Whatever the re-
sult muy be, it is the opinlon of level-
headed members of both parties that it
is not going to be a walkover for either
party. While it is belleved that the free
gilver eraze has reached fts 1imit, the
opposition must not let up In its fight
for honest money for a moment. The
Republeans can win the battle If they
will keep thelr forces well diselplined.
A review of the field, from an uninter-
ested and Impartial polnt of view, dis-
cloges the fact that the battle, up to
date, is pretty evenly balanced,

This Is the way the Washington Post,
an advocate of sound money, slzes up
the situation:

The total number of clectoral votes Is
447. Of this number 24 iz a majority,
McKinley can win if he carries all of the
statea north of the Ohlo ¥iver una east
of the Migsourl. This Is dhown by the
following Lable:

Massachusetts
Connecticut,
Rhode Islund
New York ........

There Is a strong probability, how-
eéver, that sume of these Btales may not
glve A majority for the MeKinley elect-
ors, Flrst In the llst Is Delaware, where
there are serlous divislons between the
Addicks and Higging factions of the
Republicans, and where thers is ad-
mitted to be conslderable stlver sentl-
ment, StlllL this State could be lost
and the majority of the electoral college
be on McKinley's side. If Indlana or
Mlichigan or Minnesota should elther or
all of them be carried for Bryan, the
Republleans would have to seek elge-
where for the votes to make up the de-
fivit. OF these three States, strange ns
it may seem, Minnpsgota s possibly
Democratie, The fusion arranged there
hetween the Democrats and Populists,
and the bolting sllver  Republicans
miakes the state at least doubtful grovnd
at the pregent writing, even though this
doubt may be removed between now
and the election. In Michigan a cur-
fous condition prevails. The Republi-
cang have nominated a sllver Republi-
can for Governor, and propose to vite
for him on the State ticket, and for
McKinley and a gold standard on the
national ticket. How far this will af-
fect the result is as yet an unanswered
problem. As for Indiana, the Demo-
crats are claiming It, but the Republl-
cang are equally confident, relying as
much upon the Influence of e¢x-Pregldent
Harrison as they do upon MeKinley and
Protection. In thiz state the fusion of
the Democrats with the Populists has
been partial. Illinols is also a batlle
ground.

The poseibility of the Republicans
loging some of the Htates named in the
above table suggests some Interesting
combinations:

If the Republicans should carry all
of the States named except Delaware
and Minnesota, they could still win if
they ecarrled West Virginia,

If the Republicans should carry all of
the Btates except Ilinols, they could
win with Kentucky and Virginia which
would give them 2206 votes,

If the Republicans should ecarry all
of the States except Delaware, Minne-
sota, and Indiana, they could win with
Wyoming, Kentucky, and West Vir-
ginia, which would give them also 225
votes,

The Republicans could loge even Illi-
nois, Indiana, Minnesota, and Delaware,
which would take away bl voles 'rom
thelr column, and could make up this
deficit with Kentucky, West Virginia,
North and South Dakota, Wyoming, Ne-
braska, Utah. and Maryland, which
combined give 51 votes also,

In short, the first-named table gave no
fouthern or extreme western states to
the Republicans, Among them, the Re-
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publicans say, there is an excellent
chanes of gaining several welectoral
votes,

Thare Is little chance that the solld
south will be broken, North Carolina
and Virginia are at the présent time un-
doubtedly Demoeratie, and the chances
are that they will remain so. The He-
publicans have some hupe of Kentucrky,
but their chances there have certainly
been leggened by the declaration of Séne-
ator Lindsay, Repregsentative MeCreary,
and other administration gold Demo-
eratg, who have come out for Bryan
and Sewall. In Maryland, or at least
in the roral digtriets of that state, there
Is a tremendous wave of sliver sentis
ment, and Instance after instance could
be given to show that large numbers of
Democrats who went over to the Repube-
lican side last year and voted for Lown-
des have returned to their old alleglance,
Mr. Riking says that he will see to it
that West Virginia 18 brought into the
Republican column, If he can redeem
his promlse it will be Jjust six more
votes to MeKinley's eredit,

On the whole, however, the Republi-
cand will Le leaning upon a thin recd
If they look for any great gains in the
south. They must serk thelr votes
elsewhere, How these votes may be ob-
talned has already been shown,

1nless all signs fall the outlook for
Republican States on the Pucific Slope
is not encournging. In California the
Republicans as well as the Democrate,
declared for free coinage at 16 to 1, and
now that the Democrats have fused
with the Populists the State Is certainly
Democratie. Some have placed the ma-
jority as high as 60,000, but this Is
doubtless exaggeration. In Washing-
ton the straws are very significant.
Senator Bquire, who has been favorable
to gold and who Is & Republican of the
deepest  dye, has decluresd for Bryan
and HBewall, with which declaration he
climbs upon the political band wagon
In hig 8tate and hopes to be returned to
the senate, Bryan Republican <lubs
are being formed all over the state, and
the Democrats and Populists have
united in the common sllver cause.
l'.l‘llua two parties outnumber the Re-
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publicans. In Oregon the same condl-
tions prevail, and deéspite all that may
be paid (0 the contvary the chances
are that the State will cast ita electoral
\'c:.;lfo:. Irm silver.
